Tax Payer 
suggests a plan by 
which money could be raised to pay 
for an additional 
two 
rooms 
viz 
To levy a special 
assessment of 75 
cents on the hundred dollars which 
would yield about 
202500 
The Guardian 
believes 
that it 
would 
be better to raise sufficient 
funds by a special tax to be voted 
for by the people 
for the purpose 
of cleaning up the present 
bonded 
indebtedness 
and then 
issue 
new 
bonds to build an addition of four 
rooms 
with hall 
to 
the present 
building 
This plan would clean up 
the debt at once and a bond elec ¬ 
tion could be held without delay to 
authorize the issue of new bonds for 
the additional rooms 
However there is much good in 
Tax Payers 
plan of letting pres ¬
